Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-7, 9-16, 18-25, 27-35, 37-45 and 47-51 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: No 
prior art of record discloses or fairly suggest a sequentially placed shipping and packaging label 
system comprising: a packing list having a front side bearing customer and packing list 
information, a back side, a leading margin, a trailing margin, first and second side margins, a firist 
portion of the packing list being free on both the front and back sides, and a second portion 
having adhesive applied to a part of the back side; a shipping label separate from the packing list, 
wherein the label has a face side bearing customer address information, a rear side, a leading edge, 
a trailing edge, first and second side edges, wherein the edges define a shipping label surface and 
lines of weakness defining a center section removable along the lines of weakness from a 
surrounding border; whereby the shipping label may be placed in registry with the packing list 
with the packing list margins inboard of the shipping label edges placed atop the packing list; and 
wherein the packing list includes a first longitudinally extending line of weakness extending 
between the leading margin and trailing margin, wherein the first portion being separable from the 
second portion along the lines of weakness. 

The Bartl reference was the closest reference to read on applicant's invention. However, 
the Bartl reference did not disclose a longitudinally extending line weakness extending between 
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the leading margin and trailing margin, wherein the first portion is separable from the second 
portion along the line of weakness.
